SOME GAINS REGISTERED 


Which Counterbalance to Slight Extent 
Heavy Advantage Secured by Union- 
ists on Friday 


London, Jan. 24.—The Liberals in- 
creased ‘their score, according to this 
morning’s returns from Saturday’s el- 
ections for members of parilament. 
They retain fifteen seats as previously 
held out of a total of seventeen con- 
tested. Of the other two seats, one 
went to a Unionist and the other to a 
Nationalist. 

The standing now is: Unionists 219, 
Liberals 200, Laborites 33, National- 
ists 68. 

The Prospects for the New House. 

London, Jan. 24.—Mrs. Chamberlain 
says Mr. Joseph Chamberlain is re- 
joicing at the trend of the election and 
is glad to have lived long enough to 
see his fiscal policy so widely adopted. 
Though there is a flicker of promise 
from Saturday night’s declarations, 
Liberals can hope for little more than 
a partial victory. It is only reason- 
able to anticipate from last week’s 
pollings that the Asquith government 
will be a government on sufferance. 
Already the Unionist press has heavy 
headlines to the effect that hedmond 
is master. On the other hand, the 
solidity of the north of England and 
Scotland and Wales will be a hard nut 
for the Unionists to crack and if an- 
other election happens shortly, result- 
ing in a victory for tariff reforms by 
virtue of the Midland and Southern 
vote, it must be a piebald fiscal scheme 
that they will produce. At present 
they perhaps will be wise in not do- 
ing more than congratulating them- 
selves on a good stroke of party busi- 
ness in forcing a dissolution. 

The Tale of the Counties. 

London, Jan. 24.—The counties con- 
tinue to come forth for the Unionists, 
who are reversing the Liberal majority 
in many places and achieving substan- 
tial gains in all the country constitu- 
encies except in a few where party 
quarrels occurred or the Liberal can- 
didates commanded great persotal 
® popularity. The Nationalists are as- 
sured of the-control of the House, ac- 
cording to all political prophets. The 
report was circulated today that Pre- 
miet Asquith would resign and re- 
quest the King to summon a Conser- 
vative to organize the government. 
Politicians, however, do not credit 
this report, and none of Mr. Asquith’s 
utterances furnish any foundation for 
it : 

The excitement over ‘the elections Is 
waning in London, although still in- 
tense in the provinces. ‘The week 
cluscs in ‘the metropolis quietly, ‘The 
members of the cabinet and their prin- 
cipal opponents are ‘still stumping the 
country and both parties are concen- 
trating their forces in districts where 
they come ‘to vete.

Expected Only Such Will Vote at 
Annual Meeting of Hospital 
Board 


Unusual interest attaches to the 
annual meeting of the Edmonton Hos- 
pital Board which will be held in All 
Saints’ school room at 3.30 o’clock this 
afternoon, 

The ruling of the board that mo one 
will be allowed to vote at the annual 
meeting who has not made a $5 con- 
tribution to the hospital fund by way 
of a membership fee will probably 
cause some discussion, Tn expecta- 
tion of the majority deciding in favor 
of this ruling it is said subscriptions 
are coming into the secretary quite’ 
freely. The Ladies’ Hospital Aid are 
taking an active interest in ‘the annual 
meeting this year and will have a vote 
on every question that is brought to 
the attention of the board. 

Mrs, Arthur Murphy, president of 
the Ladies’ Hospital Aid, has sug- 
gested the converting of the hospital 
into a municipal institution. It is un- 
derstood that many of the directors of 
the ‘board and prominent business 
men are opposed to such a sugges- 
tion and are prepared to show how 
the hospital would suffer on such a 
change being effected. At present the 
hospital is largely supported by phil- 
anthropy, the fruits of which would 
quickly fall .off if the business of the 
hospital were assumed by the city. 

Another matter up for consideration 
is a change in the mode of electing 
the members of the board. ‘he ‘sug- 
gestion is that one-third of the board 
retire every year. 


HEAVY LOSS 
IN GOWGANDA 


Lurid Tale Comes From Elk Lake in 
the’ Ontario Mining District 

Toronto, Jan. 24—A report from 
Elk Lake, Gowganda district, says fire 
there destroyed ‘twenty stores. The 
loss is estimated at $200,000, with no 
insurance. Fire started with the 
knocking over of a gasoline stove in 
a poolroom during a drunken row. 
Many people are homeless. During 
the fire many of the inhabitants got 
drunk on liquor secured from “blind 
pigs," and there was a scene of wild 
disorder, 


Sir Robert Ball's Statement. 


A despatch from London says: A 
new comet, first observed at Johanaes- 
burg .on Monday, was seen from sev- 
eral points in England on Wednesday 
and Thursday evenings. Sir Robert 
Ball, professor of astronomy at Cam- 
bridge, says. “The comet is not one 
of those hitherto known ito astron- 
omers at the best of my present be- 
lef, but until a few more observations 
are obtained, it will be impossible to 
say definitely. 

“As seen from Cambridge its posi- 
tion was: Right ascension 20 hours 
42 minutes 37 seconds, declination 13 
degrees, 57 minutes. It had a nucleus 
as bright as Mercury when seen in the 
same position relatively to the sun, 
with a tail two degrees long. 

“At present it is moving away from 
the sun, to which it must have been 
very close between Monday and Wed- 
nesday.” 


Arrest of Toronto Lawyer. 


Toronto, Jan. 23.—Charged with the 
forgery of a.mortgage upon St. 
George street property, Dugald Camp- 
bell, barrister and solicitor, was ar- 
rested today. It is alleged that Camp- 
bell not only got the amount loaned 
upon the mortgage, but that the pro- 
perty being put up for sale under the 
mortgage by mortgagee, Campbell 
later collected ‘the proceeds of the sale, 
realizing about $2,500. The owner of 
the property declared that she had 
never seen Campbell, and the mort- 
gage was not known of until she was 


notified of the sale.

Than First Reports Indicated 


NONE ESCAPE FROMCOLONIST CAR 


While There are Still Believed to be a Dozen Bodies in the Dining Car— 
Vice-President McNictiol on the Scene—Strange Story From To- 


ronto—A Messenger’s Description 


Sault Ste. Marie, Jan. 24.—The lat- 

est developments at the scene of the 
train wreck near Nairn make it prac- 
tically certain that the list of victims 
will reach seventy-five. So far thirty- 
one bodies have been recovered and 
the majority of them have been iden- 
itied. There were thirty persons in 
the colonist car and it is not thought 
possible that: any escaped. This makes 
a total of 66 dead. ‘There are still be- 
lieved to be a dozen bodies in the 
dining car, bringing the list of victims 
up ‘to seventy-five or more. Two hun- 
dred persons were at work at the 
scene of the wreck all day Sunday 
and succeeded in securing a number 
of the bodies. Work is in charge of 
D. McNichol, first vice-president of 
ithe CPLR, 
_ W. J. Bell mentioned in despatches 
as among those seriously injured is a 
cousin of Dr. Gordon Bell and Wilson 
Bell of Winnipeg.’ He was a native 
of Pembroke and lived there for many 
years, but of late has been in the 
lumbering business at Sudbury, Ont.

MEN ARE STRONG 


Y. M. C. A. Physical Director Sets Stand- 
ard of Edmonton Men High 


A series of addresses on ‘“T'he 
Young Man in the city,” are being 
given at the Sunda yafternoon confer- 
ences for men in the Y.M.C.A. par- 
lors. 

Yesterday afternoon TE. R. Jack- 
son, physical director of ithe Y.M.C. 
A,, spoke on ‘the physical condition of 
the young men of Edmonton. Owing 
to his position, Mr. Jackson has am- 
ple opportunity for studying the phy- 
sical side of a young man’s life and 
his views on the subject are of es- 
pecial interest. 

In the course of his remarks tthe 
speaker stated that ithe physical con- 
dition of Edmontonians was splendid. 
Very rarely did. one come across a 
physical wreck, “And,” said Mr. Jack- 
son, “speaking generally, I chink you 
will have ‘to go a long way before 
you will find in any city such a re- 
markably high physical standard as is 
maintained here. 

“Gymnasium training is most pro- 
ductive of all-round development, 
though there is no doubt the average 
Edmontonian’s devotion ‘to out-door 
pastimes has been a great factor jin 
building. up splendid physiques. Gym- 
nastic éxercise for the average city 
man, is the nearest approach to the 
ideal method of physical culture,” 

‘Mr, Jackson outlined some of the 
fundamental Jaws of health and at the 
conclusion of his address a general 
discussion took place. The chairman, 
A. H. Skenfield, said that the work- 
ing conditions in. Edmonton are not 
all that could be desired, and that 
meagre accommodation is provided in 
many cases for clerks and ‘others 


whose work is of a sedentary nature.

A VISIT FROM 
GREAT COMET 


A Rival to Halley’s Visible to the 
Naked Eye on Saturday 


ITS COMING UNLOOKED FOR 


Sir Robert Ball Says Astronomers Have 
not Made its Acquaintance up to 
the Present 


The appearance of a comet on the 
western horizon shortly before six 
o’clock on Saturday night gave a 
sudden boost to the study of astron- 
comical science in Edmonton. It was 
immediately hailed as that to which 
Halley had given his name. But for- 
tunately there was one Edmontonian, 
a well-known insurance broker, who 
was able to set people right. It was- 
n’t Halley’s comet, he declared ito 
everyone he met. Whose was it, then? 
He couldn’t tell, and as the visitor had 
to have a name, it was straightway 
christened “J——t’s comet,” and as 
such it is likely to go down into Ed- 
monton history at least. 

Investigation shows that the local 
sage knew what he was talking about. 
The observatory has given out the 
statement that when last seen Halley’s 
comet was in the constellation Pisces, 
To reach the position where Satur- 
day night’s comet was observed it 
would have to travel from the con- 
stellation Pisces into Aquarius, a dis- 
tance of 55 degrees, which, at the 
known rate Halley’s comet travels, 
would be impossible. 

Sarurday’s comet was visible to the 
naked eye for from half to three-quar- 
ters of an hour. It is described as 
of -the first magnitude, bu. nothing 
like that of the great comet of 1284 
which most people over thir:y will 
remember.

Some Terrifying Scenes. 


“A few were rescued from the 
burning car, the dead taken from the 
half which jumped to the river, were 
recovered and numbered ten. The 
first four taken from the half that 
was burned were alive, but were ter- 
ribly injured, and I doubt if they 
are still living. Directly I jumped 
from the train I lodked about to ren- 
der some assistance, there were only 
two women to be seen. The shrieks 
of the injured and the dying could be 
heard, but I could not see any one 
but only two women on our side of 


‘and could not get across. 


Later we 
were joined by two men who were en- 
gaged in bridge construction, further 
up the river, we five worked and did 
ali we could for five hours before as- 
sistance reached us. 

“The brakeman was thrown com- 
pletely into the air and fell on the 
ice. No sooner had the struck than 
he jumped up and scaling the bank, 
came to ‘the assistance of the others, 
though he was terribly bruised and 
shaken up, after being thrown a dis- 
tance of 30 feet to the ice. 


A Norwegian Woman. 


“The greatest thing I ever saw was 
the case of a young Norwegian wo- 
man of about 25 years. When we 
extricated her, she had tremendous 
wounds across her head, all running 
parallel with her ‘forehead. The top 
one was the worst and laid her 
skull open for an inch across. Her 
right leg «was terribly torn and in- 
jured above the ankle to the knee, 
laying bare the bone. In ‘this con- 


the wound in her leg that the needle 
would not reach across, and I had tto 
hold the parts together while the 
doctor sewed the leg up. During this 
operation she did not move a muscle 
or even wince. It was the greatest 
feat of endurance | ever witnessed.”

CRICKET BALL 


‘| Which was Knocked Out of Bounds 


and Caused a Law Suit 


URS AES! 


An odd case of trespass was tried 
recently in the British courts as a re- 
sult of driving a cricket ‘ball beyond 
the boundary of the club’s property. 
The same ruling might be_applied: to 
baseball here. The case was tried be- 
fore Judge Perry. It was brought 
against the Burnage Cricket Club and 


C. A. Butt, a member of that club. 
During the match Butt hit the ball in- 


t 


to adjoining property, owned by 
James Topping, and hit the plaintiff 
on the head. Topping was on his own 
property, tending to his own affairs 
and not watching the match, and his 
counsel argued that the batsman and 
the officials who arranged the match 
were jointly responsible for any dam- 
age that resulted. The defence was 
that it was necessary to show negli- 
gence on the part of one or all the 
defendanis. 

Judge Parry in giving judgement re- 
viewed the ancient game of cricket, 
how it had developed from a sport in 
an open common or field, which spec- 
tators could attend or avoid at option, 
to a pastime ‘between enclosed areas; 
those areas in divers cases being in- 
sufficient for the travelling propen- 
sities of the propelled ball. The pith 
of his judgment lay in his analogy to 
Lord Ellenborough’s judgment as to 
non-control of a dangerous animal and 
he said: 

“Tf in the playing of a game players 
|let loose a moving ball liable to injure, 
jand let it go to’the hazard of the skill 
or the power of the other players to 
keep the ball within the ‘bounds and 
limits of the game that they have 
chosen for themselves, whereby it es- 
caped from their control and injured 
a person who was not a player or a 
spectator of the game, but an ordin- 
ary citizen lawfully going about his 
usual pursuits, he could not see why 
an action for trespass should not lie,” 
and again he remarked later, “here we

t gether for the purpose of amusement 
and using a dangerous missile, which 
they fail to keep under control; there- 
by injuring the plaintiff.” 

Upon this basis he awarded $75 da- 
mages 4nd costs.

First Case 
George Lewis was born In 1833. He 
was articled to his father, and in 1850 
he was admitted as a solicitof. His 
fifty-four years of practice have been 
plentifully sprinkled with famous 
cases in which he took a prominent 
part. His first case of importance 
was the prosecution of the directors of 
Overend, Gurney & Co., a great finan- 
cial house of its time, for issuing a 
false prospectus, Sergeant Ballan- 
tyne and other ‘distinguished barris- 
ters were against him; he, a young 
solicitor, fought alone. The defend- 
ants were committed for trial, and Mr. 
Lewis then retired from the case. 
After a long trial the directors were 
acquitted.

While it lasted 
the enquiry created as much excite- 
ment as the Maybrick trfal of later 
years, and newspapers sold at three 
or four times their face value. 
A Royal Witness 


Everyone remembers the pictur- 
esque libel suit of Belt vs. Lawes and 
3owles. Mir. Belt was a sculptor; Mr. 
‘Lawes, now Sir John Lawes, was 
‘another. In Vanity Fair, then owned 
by Mr. Bowles, appeared an article 
suggesting that much of Mr. Belt’s. 
work was done by “ghosts.” He 
claimed damage for libel, and was aw- 
arded £5,000. A little while after- 
ward Mr. Lewis (who had defended 
the former action) prosecuted = Mr. 
Beit for obtaining money by fraud 
from Sir William Abdy, and Mr. Belt 
was sentenced to twelve months’ hard 
labor. Professionally, he has never 
been heard of since. 

Then came the historic baccarat 
case. Sir William Gordon-Cumming 
brought an action for slander against 
Mr. and ‘Mrs, Arthur Wilson of ‘Tran- 
by Croft, and other defendants, in con- 
nection with a card-playing scandal. 
Sir George Lewis acted for the de- 
fendants. Sir Charles Russell led for 
‘tthe defendants, Sir Edward Clarke for 
the plaintiff. The King, then Prince 
of Wales, was called as a witness. Af- 
ter a trial of unusual piquancy the jury 
found for the defendants. 

In the Parnell Commission, one of 
the longest judicial inquiries ever 
known, Sir George Lewis acted for 
Mr. Parnell and the Irish Nationalist 
party. They had been accused by the 
Times of complicity in Irish crime. 
A commission was appointed by Par- 
liament to investigate the matter, It 
was composed of Sir James Hannon, 
Mr. Justice A. L. Smith, and Mr. Jus- 
tice Day—all now dead. ‘The inquiry 
lasted fifteen months. Tor the Irish 
members appeared Sir Charles Russell 
(afterwards Lord Chief Justice), Mr. 
Asquith, ( now Prime Minister), Mr. 
R. TT’. Reid (now Lord Chancellor); 
and for the other side Sir Richard 
Webster (now, Lord Chief Justice), 
Sir Robert Finlay, and the late Mr. J. 
P. Murphy, K.Cc. 


His Knighthood 


The Irish members were acquitted 
of compticity in the crimes. Immedi- 
ately afterwards Mr. Gladstone re- 
commended Mr. Lewis for the honor 
of knighthood, which was duly con- 
ferred by Queen Victoria; at the last 
Coronation Sir George was raised to 
the dignity of a baronet; and in 1905 
the King honored him with the C. V. 
O. 

Another action which roused gen- 
eral excitement was the divorce suit 
against Lady Colin Campbell, — in 
which the late Duke of Marlhorough 
and three other co-respondents were 
cited. The trial lasted twenty-four 
days, and Lady Colin and the co-re- 
spondents (for whom Sir George Le- 
wis acted) won their case. The latest 
suit of general interest in which Sir 
George acted was the recent libel ac- 
tion brought by Mr. Lloyd-George, 
which resulted in a complete retrac- 
tion in open court of all charges 
against the Chancellor of the Exche- 
quer and an agreed verdict of £1,000 
damages, with costs, against the de- 
fendants. 


His Successors 


All his life Sir George Lewis has 
been a vigorous law reformer, He 
was an untiring advocate of the Court 
of Criminal Appeal, which has been 
so signal a success, and of the Usury 
Act, the success of which, unfortun- 
ately, has been less marked. He is a 
strong believer in a reform of the di- 
vorce laws, so that a wife should be 
granted the same rights of relief as 
a husband, and the extension of di- 
vorce jurisdiction to provincial courts. 
As has frequently been pointed out, 
the present system practically ex- 
cludes from its benefit all but the well- 
to-do. . 

Sir George Lewis will, we believe, 
continue to act as Honorary Solicitor 
to tthe King’s Sanitarium, The Shakes- 
peare Memorial National Theatre, and 
the Newspaper Society. 

Sir George Lewis is a Liberal, but 
he has never been an active politician, 
finding enough to do in looking after 
his own business. He is on intimate 
terms with all the leading members 
of the government. In his well-earn- 
ed retirement, he does not propose to 
become a recluse. He will lead just 
the same London life as before, sav- 
ing that he escapes office duty. 

The firm now consists of his son, 
Mr. George James Graham Lewis 
and Mr. Reginald Ward Poole, who 
have for many years been long and 
ably associated with him as partners.
